Yet m any w ho try to estim ate present trends and 


pressures persist in th in kin g of R ussia as she w as, not as 
she is. 


Bee ause it illustrates a w idespread fallacy in reason­ 
ing, let us take one instance. Lo uis Brornfield in a recent 
article, speaks as follow s: 
“ R ussia has been im m ensely w eakened by 


a w ar w hich has very n early decim ated her 
population and set her back ag riculturally and 
in dustrially for perhaps a generation or more. 
Fro m this, M r. Brornfield draw s a conclusion w h ich 


w ould be logical enough if the prem ise were correct: that 
Cjreat B ritain and the U nited States must co-operate to 
build up R u ssia ’s strength as the first step for an y fu tu re 
w orld peace. 


U n fo rtu n a te ly for this argum ent, M r. 
Brornfield 


w ould hud it ex trem ely difficult to convince H itler, for 
exam ple, that R ussia is 
trem endously w eaken ed .’ 
Q u ite the contrary. Stalen has a m odern, well-drilled, 


aggressive and splendidly equipped arm y w hich, speaking 
broadly, is as large and pow erful as the com bined forces 
of both En g lan d and the U nited States. 
W h ile m uch dam age and disruption w as done to 


the R ussian ag ricultural and industrial plant by the G e r ­ 
man invasion, subsequent history has certain ly proved 
that enough rem ained to sustain the most im pressive m ili­ 
tary com eback of all times. 
M oreover, the fact that m uch im portant w o rk in do­ 
mestic im provem ent lies ahead in R ussia is an asset, not a 
liability, w hen the m atter is considered in term s of m ar­ 
kets rather than finances. 
1 oo m an y com m entators are em phasizing the fin an ­ 
cial problem s of R u ssia in reconstruction. 
1 hey persist in 


thinking of R u ssia ’s problem in the terms of such a situ ­ 
ation in Eng lan d or A m e rica w here the m onetary system 
exists as an en tity apart from governm ent itself. 
\X e are so accustom ed to what are termed capitalism 


and financing that it is easy to forget w hat eve ryo n e 
know s— that C o m m u n ism w as a revolt against ca p ita l­ 
ism ; that in a total governm ent such as R u ssia ’s, w h ich 
much more closely resembles State-Socialism than W'hat 
w e usually think of as C om m unism , there is no need for 
m o ney; that So viet R ussia throve for years w ith little 
outside aid. 
It is a m atter of adm inistration, not of finance, to 


put the R ussian peyple to w o rk raising food, im p ro vin g 
farm s, building plants and turning out products— w h en 
they them selves are the consum ers. 
C onsidering t he size of the population w h ich w ill be 


dom inated by R u ssia at the end of the w ar, she w ill h ave 
th e richest hom e m arket in the w orld— one w hich w ill p ro ­ 
duce an au to m atically 
“expanding eco n o m y” for m an y 


years. 


M r. B ro m field ’s sym p ath y for S ta lin is, no doubt, 


kindly meant and w ell intended, but unnecessary. R u ssia 
w ill be w ell able to stand on her ow n feet in all fu tu re 
world affairs.
